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SECTION  I. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Situation. — The  Rural  District  of  Riccall  is  situated  on  the 
Western  border  of  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  Its  boundary  on  the 
West  and  South-west  is  formed  by  the  River  Ouse,  and  on  the  East 
and  South-east  by  the  River  Derwent,  and  in  remaining  part  by  the 
Howden  Rural  District.  On  its  Northern  border  it  is  contiguous  to 
the  Rural  District  of  Escrick. 

Extent. — In  extent,  the  District  comprises  an  area  of  18,078 
acres,  containing  eight  townships,  and  a  total  population  of  5,832,  and 
it  has  a  gross  rateable  value  of  £62,455. 

Physical  Eeatukes. — ^The  District  is  low-lying  and  flat 
throughout,  being  a  part  of  the  Great  Plain  of  York,  and  its  average 
altitude  is  only  10  feet  above  sea  level. 

Drainage. — It  is  drained  on  its  Western  and  South-western 
sides  by  the  River  Ouse,  and  on  the  East  by  the  River  Derwent,  which 
joins  the  Ouse  at  Barmby-on-the-Marsh,  seven  miles  south  of  the  Town 
of  Selby. 

Geology. — The  Geological  Strata  in  this  part  of  the  East  Riding 
consist  of  boulder  clay,  with  beds  of  sand  and  gravel  overlying  the 
Keuper  sandstones. 

Social  Features. — The  population  is  wholly  engaged  in 
agriculture,  except  in  that  portion  of  the  township  of  Barlby  on  the 
western  border  of  the  District  which  lies  adjacent  to  the  Town  of 
Selby,  where  large  flour  mills  and  oil  works  have  recently  been 
established,  which  give  employment  to  a  considerable  body  of  workmen, 
some  of  whom  are  housed  in  new  property  erected  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  works,  whilst  the  remainder  find  accommodation  in  Selby  and  the 
neighbouring  villages,  and  this  portion  of  Barlby  is  now  rapidly 
acquiring  the  characteristics  of  an  urban  area.

6  infants  died  (the  local  registers  give  7)  before  reaching  the  age 
of  one  year. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  53-5  per  1,000  births,  which  is 
16*0  per  1,000  less  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  75  per  1,000  births. 

The  average  rate  for  the  period  1920 — 1925  is  81-9  per  1,000  births. 

A  certain  amount  of  credit  must  be  given  to  the  work  carried  out 
at  the  Infant  Clinic  in  Selby,  for  this  reduced  mortality,  as  during  the 
past  five  years  nursing  mothors  have  regularly  attended  the  Infant 
Consultations. 

Reference  to  Idible  IV.  shows  the  age  incidence  of  these  infant 
deaths.  4’our  of  these  deaths  were  directly  preventable.

The  Parishes  of  P)arlhy  and  Osgodby  are  supplied  with  a  piped 
water-supply — througli  the  mains  of  the  Selby  Urban  District  Council, 
which  pass  across  the  bed  of  the  River  Ouse. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  at  present  engaged  in  an 
iiiA’-estigation  into  the  Avater-supply  of  the  Village  of  Riccall,  and  a 
Special  Report  Avill  be  laid  before  the  Council  in  the  near  future. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

“  NeAV  ”  Barlby  is  the  only  part  of  the  District  Avhich  has  a 
system  of  SeAverage  and  SeAvage  Disposal  Works.  The  System  is  a 
combined  one,  the  seAvers  also  receiving  the  surface  Avater,  and  it  is 
designed  to  provide  for  a  population  of  5,000. 

The  remaining  villages  drain  to  land  drains. 

The  common  form  of  Sanitary  ConA^enience  is  the  ‘‘PriA^y” 
Midden,  Avith  tlie  exception  of  “  NeAV  ”  Barlby,  in  Avhicli  the  majority 
of  the  houses  are  supplied  Avith  Whiter  Closets.

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The  82  houses  erected  by  the  Council  have  to  some  extent  relieved 
the  demand  for  houses  in  the  Rural  Area,  hut  it  may  safely  be  said 
that  they  have  not  to  any  real  extent  relieved  the  housing  condition  of 
the  true  bona-fide  village  inhabitant.  The  whole  question  is  one  of 
finance  because  the  agricultural  worker  is  quite  unable  to  pay  the  rent 
of  houses  built  under  present  day  costs.  There  is  a  demand  for  a 
cottage  which  can  be  let  at  a  rental  not  exceeding  five  shillings 
per  week. 

Owing  to  circumstances  which  to  some  extent  have  been  beyond 
the  control  of  the  Council,  little  or  no  Housing  Inspection  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  past  two  years.  Much  however  can  and  should 
be  done  toward  making  existing  cottage  property  more  healthy  and 
sanitary.  Many  of  the  repairs  which  are  necessary  are  not  of  an 
extensive  nature  and  consist  of  such  items  as 

a.  Paving  of  Yards. 

b.  Repair  of  Fall  Pipes  and  Spouting. 

c.  Pointing  of  Walls,  etc. 

I  must  advise  the  Council  that  it  is  necessary  this  work  should  be 
carried  out  as  soon  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the 
people.

The  Regulations  have  been  fully  explained  to  the  Council  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

It  is  the  custom  in  the  Rural  District  for  butchers  to  slaughter  on 
hxed  days,  and  notice  of  such  times  of  slaughter  have  been  given  by 
^he  occupiers  of  the  four  slaughter-houses.

ITie  terms  of  the  Act  have  been  fully  explained  to  the  C-oiincil 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  District  Council  has 
sanctioned  the  employment,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  of  a 
A’eterinary  Surgeon  to  examine  cattle  in  dairies.  Instructions  have 
also  been  given  for  the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  for  the 
presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  11.  that  only  one  case  of  Infectious 
Disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

6  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  1  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified,  as  compared  with  7  of  Pulmonary  and  4  of  Non-Pulmonary 
last  year. 

5  cases  received  sanatorium  treatment.

There  were,  therefore,  known  to  be  in  the  district  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  29  cases  of  Tuberculosis — 16  males  and  18  females. 

The  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1926. — The  object  of  these  Regulations  is  to  prevent,  so  far  as  possible, 
any  person  who  is  aware  that  he  is  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
respiratory  tract  from  entering  upon  or  continuing  in  any  employment 
or  occupation  in  connection  with  a  dairy  which  would  involve  the 
milking  of  cows,  the  treatment  of  milk,  or  the  handling  of  vessels 
used  for  containing  milk. 

No  action  has  been  called  for  under  these  Regulations  during 
the  year. 

Two  deaths  were  certified  as  being  due  to  Tuberculosis  of  cases 
which  had  not  been  previously  notified  under  the  Regulations,  1912.
